WHEREAS, the Court is of the opinion that the temporary restraining order shouldlhe 

issued; NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS ORDERED THAT: I 
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1. The Defendant is enjoined from removing the remaming Life Insurance Benefit 
("the Benefit") paid hy Standard, or any portion of it, from the interest bearing Standard iSecure 
Access Account ("the Account") which Standard established so that Defendant could cash 
checks on the Benefit following fhe death of Defendant's spouse Account. Defendant is further 
enjoined from spending or transferring any frinds from the Benefit that once were in or are now 
in any b^mk account, investoent account or other financial account within Defendant's 
possession or control; \ 

2. The Defendant is ordered to file an accounting witii the Court detailing how ^e— 
P p-f-i-nf fa n t h ^s sp^nt #H^fi^ nfrfit. nrr^ the location of funds from the Benefit (mcluding the name 
and address of the financial institution, along with any account numbers) no later than November
